Ceramic Figures in the Copeland Collection 
William R. Sargent, Associate Curator, Asian Export Art 


The Copeland Collection, an extraordinary group of 
134 rare Chinese and Japanese figures produced from 
the late seventeenth century to the late eighteenth 
century, is a promised gift of Mrs. Lammot du Pont 
Copeland to the Peabody Museum of Salem. This unique 
gift will make the Peabody Museum's collection of figures 
one of the most important in the world. 

Mrs. Copeland's involvement with the world of col- 
lectors and dealers over the course of the past fifty years 
led her to meet many of this century's greatest names 
in the field of Asian export porcelain. At the home of 
Ricardo Espirito Santo, the great Portuguese collector, 
dinner was served from elephant-decorated porcelains, 
which led her to acquire a pair of elephant-shaped tureens 
and underdishes (cat. no. 100) as mementos of an un- 
forgettable meeting. Directly from his estate auction years 
later came the pair of figures of Europeans (fig. 4), the 
only existing pairing of these figures known. 

A chance meeting with the great ceramic scholar 
Soame Jenyns led to the purchase of one of the finest 
examples of a porcelain bijin (fig. 9), directly from the 
collector, Mr. Jenyns himself. The collection of the late 
Margaret, Lady Blunt, known as the Mount Trust Col- 
lection, and for a while circulated as an exhibition by 
the Victoria and Albert Museum, was dispersed in 1974.

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From this esteemed collection Mrs. Copeland acquired 
a pair of dancers (fig. 5) and a pair of figures modeled 
as candleholders. The only other known pair of dancers, 
now separated (one figure is in the Victoria and Albert 
Museum and the other is in the British Museum), was 
from the Hon. Mrs. Basil Ionides Collection, which was 
partly dispersed through auctions in 1963 and 1964 and 
from which Mrs. Copeland acquired three other pieces 
now in her collection. 

The names of previous owners of objects now in the 
Copeland Collection read like a list of the best known 
collectors in the history of the China and Japan trades: 
Augustus the Strong, George Eumorfopoulous, the 
Honorable Mrs. George Keppel, J. P. Morgan, Rafi and 
Mildred Mottahedeh, E. L. Paget, Nelson A. Rockefeller, 
Alfred Trapnell, and many others. Each object in the 
Copeland Collection tells a story about its collectors, the 
history of the decorative arts, and the history of the Asian 
trade. This brief article summarizes some information 
about a selection of objects that feature human figures 
and is a companion to an article on animal figures sched- 
uled to appear in The Magazine Antiques in January 
1991. Throughout the seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
turies such figures were called “dolls” and “images” in the 
British East India Company records and poppegoet (“doll-

ware’) in the records of the Dutch East India Company. 


On a galleried terrace, two women sit at an auber- 
gine glazed taboret engrossed in a game of chess, with 
bowls at their sides for game pieces (fig. 1, the Front 
Cover illustration). They sit in front of a wall pierced 
with a moon-shaped window, behind and above which 
loom a pine tree and an aubergine garden rock. The scene 
is reminiscent of the views of the scholar and literati class, 
common enough in domestic paintings, but one that 
would also become popular in other media for the ex- 
port market. A watertight container attached to the wall 
under the window, not visible from the front, must have 
been used to hold a small sprig of a flowering branch, 
thus combining art and nature in a most unique way. 

The Chinese have a love of games and one of the most 
popular was certainly that of chess.’ Both the pine tree 


by a European woman and child, is in the Musée Gui- 
met (M.G. 7647). The unusual delicacy of these figures 
seems to point to a single potter or studio, probably creat- 
ed for a domestic Chinese audience. 

A full-length portrait figure in unfired clay of a 
Western merchant (fig. 3) is depicted seated in a Chinese 
horseshoe armchair made of wood. The face is 
naturalistically modeled and painted. The features con- 
vey absolute conviction, and one cannot doubt the ac- 
curacy of the likeness; the thoughtful, almost melancholy 
expression is haunting. The figure relates directly to a 
group of six similar figures now in European collections 
all seated in horseshoe armchairs brought from Canton 
in 1732 aboard the Kronprins Christian, the first direct 
royally sponsored Danish trading voyage to Canton. Two 
of these figures wear wigs of human hair, and two wear 
fabric caps, similar to the one worn by the Copeland

and the rock are symbols of longevity. Large, decora- 
tive rocks are arranged in a scholar's garden to bring to 
mind a mountainous landscape where one might wander 
in meditation. Among the most popular stones are those 
from Tai Hu and Yingda, examples of which have been 
presented to the Peabody Museum by the People's 
Republic of China and are visible from the galleries that 
will eventually house the Copeland Collection. 

The sancai (“three-color”) porcelain group of a Euro- 
pean man and a Buddhist lion (fig. 2) is fully modeled 
within a balustraded enclosure. Posed seated, the man 
pats the ear of a crouching Buddhist lion. The lion’s eyes 
are independently modeled and are movable. An ele- 
ment of humor, so often to be found in this genre of 
Chinese artifacts, is here undeniable: man and beast look 
each other in the eye with expressions of bemused amaze- 
ment. A nearly identical grouping, with the lion replaced 
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figure. These figures were produced within the genre of 
works in unfired clay that also includes the nodding head 
figures given to the East India Marine Society in 1810 
by Captain Richard Wheatland and on view in the case 
adjacent to the current exhibit of the Copeland Col- 
lection. 

The full-length figure in the Copeland Collection is 
said to have descended in the Pyke family of England 
and to represent Isaac Pyke, who was born on January 
5, 1672, and married Anne, the daughter of Col. John 
Pery of London, in 1713. Pyke served for several years 
as commander of a ship in the East India Company and 
for five years was the governor of the South Atlantic 
island of St. Helena. 

Two separately modeled free-standing figures of a man 
and woman are wearing what are said to be Dutch 
costumes (fig. 4). Two male figures of this type were once 


in the collection of Admiral Byng and were sold at auc- 
tion in 1757 after his execution.” Two female figures 
were once in the collection of the Honorable Mrs. Basil 
Ionides.* Although one would assume that these 
would be generally paired, the early history of two male 
figures without female companions raises the question 
as to how such figures were originally sold. Judging from 
auction records of the last twenty-five years there seem 
to be more extant female than male figures. This pair 
seems to be the sole grouping of a male and female to 
be published. 

Two figures of dancers (fig. 5) probably representing 
women brought to China to entertain the court are frozen 
for us in the midst of their performance. The figures were 
pressed from the same set of molds and are enameled 
in a similar fashion. The hair is elaborately dressed with 
knotted tresses and ringlets tied with a blue bow and 


“piggy-back” ride is unusual but not unknown. The 
Daoist star-god of happiness, Fu Xing, one of the “three 
stars of happiness,’ is frequently depicted in the costume 
of a mandarin carrying a boy on his back. In the sale 
of the estate of M. Natoire in Paris in 1778, lot 105 was 
“A Chinese merchant figure, carrying a Chinese wom- 
an on his back.” A figure of a young woman with a 
child on her back was part of the cargo of the Dutch East 
India Company vessel, Geldermalsen, which sank in 
17523 

Each figure in a pair of standing Westerners (fig. 7) 
holds a bowl in its left hand and a lotus-bud form taper 
holder in its right hand. Each stands atop a hexagonal 
base supported by two birds with outstretched wings; 
the use of such elaborate bases as these is extremely rare, 
perhaps unique. Generally bases for figures are simple 
pads, rough rocklike pads, or, occasionally, pierced

with hat x W. 17.8 x D. 23.2 cm. Female figure: H. 39.8 cm. 


a double string of pearls. A wide lime-green bandeau 
accents the forehead and a tall rose-pink plume rises over 
the topknot. Jackets and skirts float and swing; the work 
displays a remarkable feel for dynamics. The figures 
appear to be from the same studio or factory as the 
Dutch couple (fig. 4) as they share many of the same 
characteristics, such as size, construction, and style of 
decoration. 

The national or regional identity of the dancers has 
not been determined. The faces are Asian, but the 
costumes are not standard Chinese or Manchu attire. 
Long identified as Turkish, they may actually represent 
a reference to figures or costumes of an earlier period. 

A laughing figure with a single topknot carries on his 
back a small child with his hair cut as two side knots 
(fig. 6). Each has face and hands clear-glazed over the 
white clay. The example of a figure giving another a 
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plinths. The Copeland figures are holding traditional 
Chinese alms bowls and lotus flowers, which were the 
most popular form of candle sockets in figural pieces. 

Foreign visitors — regardless of their status in their na- 
tive land —were required to pay tribute to China's em- 
peror. It is not unusual then to find a Westerner depicted 
in a tribute-bearing pose. 

The heads, forearms, and hands of a pair of figures 
of Manchus (fig. 8) are of carved ivory. Each figure wears 
an imperial yellow robe (still quite brilliant where pro- 
tected from sunlight) with painted water, flower, and 
mountain motifs at the hem and cuffs. The portions hid- 
den by the vest (pufu) are undecorated. The male has 
a queue of human hair attached to the back of his head, 
which issues from a painted black circle representing the 
sole unshaven area on his head. 

These figures may derive from, if not belong to, the 


little-recognized tradition of three-dimensional ancestral 
figures that originated in Fujian and Hunan provinces.° 
Such portrait sculptures, probably an extension of an- 
cestral scroll paintings, are now quite rare even in Chi- 
na. The stylization of these figures and the attention to 
detail taken with their construction and costuming may 
indicate that they were meant as curiosities for the ex- 
port market, rather than as functional ancestral images. 
If not carved as ancestral images,’ they would perhaps 
relate more to the figures of Western merchants (see fig. 
3) or the many unfired clay, nodding-head Chinese and 
Manchu figures exported as curiosities to the West in the 
eighteenth and nineteenth centuries. 

The overkimono (uchikake) of a Japanese standing 
female figure (fig. 9) is decorated at the center of the back 
with a phoenix (ho-o) with iron-red wing and tail 
feathers. Long feathers, with iron-red rachises, in yellow, 
blue, and turquoise radiate from the bird to the extreme 
ends of the garment. Figures of this type, called katamo- 
no (“things made on a form’) by the Japanese, are found 
with some frequency in European collections, particu- 
larly in the Netherlands. A woman, probably a courte- 
san, depicted in this manner is called a bijin or beauty; 
sometimes these figures are called Kambun beauties af- 
ter the Kambun era (1661-1673) when they were first 
produced.* 

Such figures were undoubtedly part of the private 
trade, as they are not mentioned in the Dutch East In- 
dia Company (VOC) records.’ The Japanese shipping 
documents, which differ considerably from the VOC's 
and probably include most of the private trade goods, 
include “13 onna ningyo’ (“dolls of women’) for 1711, 
thus documenting the trade in figures. “Dolls” is the 
term also frequently used by the Dutch in their records 
to describe these ceramic figures. 

About thirty figures from the Copeland Collection, 
some human and some animals, were the generous gift 
of Mrs. Copeland to the Peabody Museum this year and 
can be seen in the first floor ceramic galleries of the Asi- 
an Export Art wing.

The late Ernest Dodge, a former director of 
the Peabody Museum of Salem, was still teaching 
the docent training course when Susanne Phippen 
signed on in 1978. A native of Swampscott, 
Susanne (who is more familiarly known as 
Snooky) had married into a Salem family with 
a long history of association with the museum; 
Joseph Phippen was an early member of the East 
India Marine Society. Snooky became involved 
initially because of the museum's strong education 
programs, both for the public and for volunteers. 
She continues to be an active member of and 
advocate for the Education Department, leading 
tours, teaching gallery classes, and chairing the 
department's Visiting Committee. She also assists 
in other volunteer areas in the museum, including 
serving on the Board of Trustees and chairing the 
East India Marine Associates. 

Volunteers like Snooky and her husband, 
Dick, who bring to an institution not only 
enthusiasm and know-how but also a willingness 
and capacity for learning, define the essence of 
true volunteerism. Supporters of many worthy 
organizations, including the Trustees of 
Reservations, Smith College, Governor Dummer 
Academy, and Salem Hospital, the Phippens have 
always been willing to work hard for projects in 
which they believe. Snooky points out that 
volunteerism is not in decline, as some media 
have reported, but she is concerned that 
frequently the jobs available to volunteers are not 
truly challenging. The keys to creating and 
keeping committed volunteers are acknowledging 
the professional nature of their contributions and 
training and working with volunteers as with any 
staff member. The Peabody Museum and its 
Education Department are the beneficiaries of this

When a side chair sells for more than a million dollars at Sotheby’s, 
there is no question that antiques are big business. But despite sometimes 
astronomical values, it is not their monetary value that first draws us 
to antiques or to repositories for them, such as the Peabody Museum 
of Salem. We are drawn by beauty and by craftsmanship, by the ability 
of an antique to intrigue or amaze, to tantalize us with its untold story. 

Some objects speak for themselves, but most need a helping hand. 
At the Peabody Museum, that hand more often than not belongs to some- 
one in the museums Education Department. To these women and men 
goes the job of presenting the museums collections to the more than 30,000 
people who participate in a tour, class, or public program at the muse- 
um each year. 

How important is this interpretive function? Think of the museum as 
a business. Ultimately, its success depends on its ability to offer some- 
thing of interest and value to its many “customers’— local residents, visi- 
tors from out-of-town and overseas, school children, collectors, scholars, 
and museologists. 

For most visitors, it is through the filter of the Education Department 
that their impressions of the Peabody Museum are formed. The child 
who has created his own “Canton” pattern on a Chinette plate sees 
porcelain — and international trade and another culture — in a new light. 
Graduate art students from Oklahoma may be saturated with the wealth 
of Boston's museums, but they will remember the Chinese artist Spoi- 
lum portraits of the Salem sea captain William Story and the hong mer- 
chant Eshing hanging on the walls of the Peabody. Why? Because a 
museum interpreter, by explaining how Eshing honored his trading partner 
by presenting the American with a portrait of himself, gave the two ear- 
ly nineteenth-century works of art both a context and a personal history. 

Curators are respected for the depth of their knowledge and for the 
marvelous exhibits they put before us. But responsibility for interpret- 
ing those exhibits, for bringing them to life, is entrusted to the Education 
Department. Just who are these people? And what is it they do? 

Neither question is easily answered. At present the Peabody's Educa- 
tion Department consists of four museum educators, a director, a direc- 
tor emerita, and an active staff of nearly sixty docents, who each volunteer 
dozens of hours a month. Interpreting the Peabody Museum is a special 
challenge for all these people; not only do they need to understand how 
to communicate information that is appropriate for the different age and 
interest groups of the museum's visitors — from toddlers to self-conscious 
teens to serious collectors, they must also be able to explain and answer 
questions about the museum's five, quite different major collecting areas: 
maritime history, ethnology, Asian export art, natural history, and ar- 
cheology. And as the museum incorporates new permanent, traveling, 
and short-term exhibitions into its galleries, they need to renew and 
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expand their learning, as well as become familiar with 
the specifics of new sets of artifacts and works of art. 

Leading tours through the museum for general visi- 
tors, adult groups, and school groups is one of three 
major components of the education department's over- 
all duties. In 1990, nearly 20 percent of all visitors to the 
Peabody were introduced to its collections through the 
general Museum History and Highlights tour or one of 
the specialized tours of the Asian export art and mari- 
time collections. Most of these tours are led by the depart- 
ment’s docent staff.

When you wander into a gallery and find a group of 
students seated on the floor, patting a real mounted 
beaver or trying to smell whale spermaceti from a muse- 
um educator's basket of artifacts, you are watching muse- 
um education in action. Special gallery classes for student 
and youth groups are another major focus for the edu- 
cation department, which offers nearly 30 different one- 
hour classes on themes related to the museum's collect- 
ing areas. Museum educators constantly work with area 
teachers to hone continuing programs and develop new 
topics as the needs of students and their curricula change. 

The helping hand of interpretation extends even fur- 
ther. Education department staff also develop, sometimes 
in conjunction with curatorial staff, a vast array of public 
childrens, family, and adult programs. These are the peo- 
ple who also: 

e Travel to local schools to give classroom and 


assembly programs on such subjects as “The Edge 
of the Tide” or “What Is a Museum?” 
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e Devise museum treasure hunts and other Saturday 
and vacation activities that have children swoop- 
ing through the museum as a Chinese dragon or 
trying their hands at shadow puppets. 

e Share their experience and enthusiasm by organiz- 
ing walks throughout Essex County and trips to 
Winterthur in Delaware. 

e Develope wonderful and informative public 
lectures — such as series on contemporary issues in 
China — adult education courses in the architecture 
of merchant's mansions, or celestial navigation, and 
family performances in Caribbean music Cambo- 
dian puppetry, and maritime songs. 


It wasn't always this way though. Although educa- 
tional programs have long been a feature of the Peabody 
Museum, the Education Department wasn't created un- 
til 1971. It was born almost by accident, thanks to a rent- 
ed movie and a woman of action. Surtsey: The Story 
of an Island had been rented for an afterschool show- 
ing; but Sarah Fraser Robbins, then Assistant Curator 
of Natural History, wanted to make better use of its two- 
week rental period. She had also been looking for a way 
to alert local schools to the educational resources avail- 
able at the Peabody Museum. By the time the movie 
was returned, it had been shown to thirty schools as part 
of a program on volcanos that Robbins developed. Short- 
ly thereafter she was named director of the newly formed 
Education Department. 

The standards of the Education Department were set 
by its early leaders: the indefatigable Sarah Robbins, of 
course, who today, as director emerita, continues to work 
with the department's staff to organize and lead the muse- 
ums day and overnight trips to other institutions; Lib- 
by Ingalls, who brought the Asian collections to life for 
countless adults and children; and Clara Waterman, who 
joined the museum after teaching elementary school for 
42 years. Among Clara Waterman's more spectacular 
demonstrations was the volcano she concocted from an 
orange juice can of rocks, stones, and chemicals that ex- 
ploded when lit. That part of her popular volcano class 
was abandoned after she set off the museum's smoke 
alarms. 

The Peabody Museum was indeed fortunate to have 
its initial foray into public education led not by educa- 
tional theorists, but by people who first loved the muse- 
um and loved sharing it with others. And it was doubly 
blessed by the long relationships these educators have 
had with the Peabody Museum — because something 
special has happened. 


Over the years they learned not only the factual side 
of the museum's history, but its many anecdotes and 
remembrances, in the process creating a kind of “fami- 
ly” history stretching from the intrepid sea captains who 
founded the East India Marine Society, through the layers 
of curiosities and objets dart they collected, through 
descendants’ stories, to the museum today. The Educa- 
tion Department has become, in many ways, the keep- 
er of the Peabody Museum's oral history. 

Many institutions can boast fabulous collections; few 
can tell a tale that resonates with the voices of those who 
built it. The Peabody Museum does. It comes to life as 
docents and teachers tell the stories of its sea captains 
and natural historians, as they raise the question of why 
Captain Hodge's penguin has such a skinny neck or ex- 
plain what Edward Sylvester Morse was doing in Japan. 

The torch has been passed to a new generation of edu- 
cators, the stories passed on to share with the visitors and 
school children of the 1990s. Today, the Peabody Muse- 
ums Education Department— museum educators Ellen 
Soares, Polly Hubbard, Daisy Nell, and Doris Mahaney 
and director Catherine Degnon — is involved in a widen- 
ing range of activities. In addition to public programs 
for adults and children and museum classes for students, 
the staff conduct teacher training workshops and run 
special longterm educational programs connected to 
specific curricula of schools in the area and region, many 
in collaboration with youth organizations and area in- 
stitutions. The department is also constantly searching 
for new ways to reach out to people in the community 
who do not currently think of this museum as their 
museum. 

The key, of course, is interpretation. Museum educa- 
tors not only work to keep their knowledge of the chang- 
ing collections current, but also offer docents — those 
people who have the most visible contact with the general 
public— special training. Every Peabody Museum do- 
cent has had twelve weeks of intensive training in both 
the collections and the art of interpreting objects and 
perhaps a special course on Asian export art or mari- 
time history, and each attends a training session monthly. 
It is love of the museum, of nature, of Salem's unique 
history, of learning, and of people that draws members 
of the community to the Education Department to be- 
come docents — people like Susanne Phippen (see relat- 
ed story) and Jim Buckley, who although he is the 
superintendent of the Peabody School System, finds time 
to teach the museum's Yankee Whaling gallery class to 
every Peabody fifth-grader, introducing them to their 
maritime heritage.

Museologists have recognized the value of the detailed 
provenance that so many of our museum artifacts claim, 
but the voices speak much louder. They speak of the 
people and of places, of friendships, and human stories 
that remain unchanged by time. For a visitor from In- 
dia to gaze at a mannequin of his great-great-grandfather 
is moving. For him to hear the story of how those Indi- 
an merchants commissioned the mannequins so they 
could “participate” in the East India Marine Society pa- 
rades their American friends described is to hear these 
voices anew. They are what sets the Peabody Museum 
of Salem apart. And they speak through the voices of 
the Education Department.
